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LAW TO CURB 


DIRECT ACTION 


MANY PEOPLE are bewildered by 
the proposed changes in the law of 
"criminal trespass" and are unsure of 
its purpose and whom it is directed 
against. There is a large demonstrat- 
ion planned for this Saturday against 
the proposals and a summary of the new 
law might be useful (see also FREEDOM 
21 February 1976). 


In June 1974 the Law Commission 
produced its working paper no. 54. Its 
proposals would make squatting illegal 
along with factory occupations, student 
sit ins, embassy occupations, Upon 
publication of this report a group of 
people, almost entirely composed of 
squatters, set up CACTL (Campaign 
Against the Criminal Trespass Law). 
The campaign began by alerting the 
labour movement te the dangers of this 
law. 


The final propsals were published in 
a bill in March 1976 and have been 
accepted by the Labour Government. 
It is assumed that the Labour -Tory 
agreement on this bill is such that it 
would easily become law unless public 
opposition can stopit. The bill gives 
the police new powers of intervention 
which will enable them to break up occ- 
upations of factories, colleges, public 
buildings and empty houses - and also 
gives them powers to arrest the occup- 
iers. The bill also contains a number 
of new criminal offences, one of which 


is trespass. So what are squatters in 
for if this new bill becomes law? 


- "Adverse occupation of residential 
property. '' Sentence: up to 6 months' 
jail and/or £400 fine. 


- "Trespassing with an offensive weap- 
on" (such as a screw driver, hammer 
and chisel). Sentence: up to 2 years' 
imprisonment. 


(The police would have a right of 
entry without a warrant on the pretext 


of "looking for offensive weapons") 


- If squatters offer even passive resist- 
ance to the court bailiffs, sentence: 
up to 6 months' jail and/or £400 fine 


Legalised Violence 


This bill also allows an owner to 
evict squatters forcibly. At present 
squatters are protected in law against 
illegal evictions by the Forcible Entry 
Acts 1381-1623. Under these laws own- 
ers have to obtain a court possession 
order before an eviction can take place. 


There is, however, a lack of aware- 
ness amongst trade unionists that the 
bill will affect them as well. The 
reason for this is that the media have 
created the impression that the bill 
only concerns squatters. 


The Criminal Trespass Law has been 


thought up to clamp down on direct act- 
ion by factory workers and the home- 
less. The weapon of direct action has 
been used increasingly in the past few 
years to protect jobs and to secure 
homes for the homeless. 


The State wants to preserve its sov- 
ereign rights over these matters and to 
allocate jobs and homes through the 
customary agencies. Having sanctioned 
increased unemployment and homeless- 
ness it has now turned to the device of 
threatening with gaol those who cannot 
and will not wait for homes and jobs 
but obtain both by occupation and direct 
action. 

The campaign against a criminal tres- 
pass law has been very successful con- 
sidering the little resources at its dis- 
posal.

The Breadwinners’ Workin 


WHEN PLESSEY made their announce- 
ment that 4, 000 workers were to lose 
their jobs, it was a bitter pill to swall- 
ow. That is because the redundancies 
will take place in areas - the Mersey- 
side and North East - which are already 
hard hit by unemployment. 


Plessey Telecommunications’ reason 
for the redundancies are cuts by the 
Post Office of equipment and "contin- 
ually changing ordering programmes" 
by the Post Office. 


The factories to be closed are at 
Kirkby and Speke in the North West and 
Sunderland. The news of these closures 
was '"'a complete shock."' Workers face 
a 90-day redundancy notice before they 
join the ever increasing number of 
workers without a means of earning a 
living. 


However, Plesseys are not concerned 
with these matters. For them a very 
profitable source of work has ended and 
workers and their jobs are expendable. 
So much so that they turned down a 
government offer of £2m which would 
have given the factories another year's 
grace! Under this offer they could 
have produced a new line of equipment, 
but Plessey's answer was that they 
were not interested, at least not for 
another year. 


Rather than accept redundancy 387 
workers at Kirkby factory on Mersey- 
side are carrying out a work-in and 
are locking out senior management. 
They have a good supply of parts, but 
they are not self sufficient because 
cable usually comes from the main 
plant at Edge Lane, Liverpool. Man- 


agement there have given instructions 
that no deliveries should be made to 
Kirkby. 


The convenor at Kirkby, Mrs Lil 
Allen, has said: "They are fully supp- 
orting us, but I can't reveal at this 
stage the details of the resolution" to 
be put to the meeting. To be on the 
safe side Kirkby are making their own 
cable. 

The workers staging the work-in are 
mostly women. They see their struggle 
as a fight for survival. "We can't just 
let it happen - if these people here are 
made redundant 90 per cent of them 
won't be able to get another job. All 
right, we may not win in the end - but 
we'll go down fighting. " 


The Plessey workers have seen what 


has happened to Courtaulds workers at

Skelmersdale, which is just a short 
distance away from them. They've 

had no offers of government assistance, 
but the women at Kirkby have called on 
the government to give aid to form a 
cooperative. With a government backed 
cooperative in the same town as the 
Fisher -Bendix factory they have a suc- 
cessful example they can follow and 
draw encouragement from. Mr Golding, 
the parliamentary under secretary for 
employment has given some hints that 
such help might be available. 


Obviously workers resent being made 
redundant by a decision taken at some 
corporation's remote headquarters. 
These decisions are made in the light 
of profits and not for the general well 
being of people.. What do 4000 jobs 
matter to a board of directors who are 
only interested in the yearly balance 
sheets? But to the women taking part in 
the work-in, it is mach more. 


Many of them are the breadwinners of 
the family. Their husbands are already 
unemployed and are unlikely to find 
work. Mrs Allen said: ''People think 
women work for pin money, but not 
here." 


Occupations and work -ins are the 
answer to redundancy. The leadership 
of the trade unions has totally failed to 
come to terms with the growing menace 
of closures and unemployment and the 
prospect of two million without work. 
When the economy does improve, the 
employers will expect to get higher 
productivity from those still in employ - 
ment. 


Already companies and banks are 
making huge profits, while more and 
more people are suffering cuts in liv- 
ing standards and others face real 
hardship. PE 


Abortion Myths 


As part of its contribution to the 
campaign against Tory MP, William 
Benyon's new Abortion Bill (which, 
apparently to the surprise of some of 
its opponents in the House, passed its 
second reading last week) the January- 
February issue of the New Humanist, 
organ of the Rationalist Press Associat- 
ion, contains a detachable - and very 
useful - article entitled Anti-abortion 
Myths. 


In their press release to publicise 
the article, the RPA state the following: 


"itis not true that there are more 
and more abortions every year; on the 
contrary, the numbers have fallen stead- 
ily since 1973. It is not true that more 
and more women die from abortion every 
year;.on the contrary, the numbers have 
fallen steadily since 1972. It is not true 
that there have been more illegal abort- 
ions since the 1967 Abortion Act; on the 
contrary, the evidence suggests the 
opposite. It is not true that abortion is 
a dangerous operation; on the contrary, 
itis safer than childbirth. It is not 
true that women who have had abortions 
are more likely to have abnormal preg - 
nancies or children. It is not true that 
hundreds or even thousands of doctors 
and nurses are victimised for refusing 


to perform abortions. It is not true 

that viable foetuses are often aborted. 

Tt is not true that the charitable agencies 
which provide a cheap abortion service 
outside the National Health Service 
break the law or have improper political 
or profit-making features. " 


Such myths, argues the New Humanist, 
are not peripheral to the anti-abortion-— 
ist campaign case or untypical of the 
anti-abortionist propaganda. 'On the 
contrary, they are central parts of the 
evidence commonly presented against 
abortion, and typical of the way this 
evidence is offered. Moreover, they 
belong to a historical tradition of myth- 
ology about sexual behaviour, previously 
surrounding such things as masturbation 
and contraception. As in the past, itis 
necessary to expose such myths for the 
falsehoods they really are and to chall- 
enge the anti-abortionists to stick to the 
facts."

WE HAVE received a Farsi (Persian) 
translation of Bakunin's "International 
Organisation. '' This is a welcome 
sign, as most of the revolutionary lit- 
erature from Iran is ''Marxist-Leninist" 
with all that implies. The leaflet comes 
complete with a couple of letters, also 
in Farsi, explaining that the publishers 
are anarchists, and differentiating 
themselves from Tudeh (communists), 
Trotskyists and Maoists. The translat- 
ion is by one 'R. Rahsepar" and is 
published by "Raha" (an abbreviation 
of the above). We're not sure what 
market is intended, presumably Pers- 
ians abroad. The accompanying letters 
are full of political jargon and would be 
incomprehensible to the Iranian in the 
street who is shielded from any sort of 
politics at all. The pamphlet ends with 
an appeal for more translations and 
that "the anarchist philosophy of Krop- 
otkin will be spread."

ITALIAN television last week showed 
Reginald Rose's film "Sacco and Van- 
zetti" - the two anarchists sent to the 
electric chair in 1927 - for the first 
time since it was made 30 years ago. 

When RAI first decided to show the 
film the American ambassador in Rome 
remarked to the TV company that it 
would not be a good idea to recall the 
affair. Though the programme had 
already been fixed and announced, 
"Sacco and Vanzetti" was immediately 
withdrawn for "technical reasons". 
This happened several times, even 
though the film had already been shown 
on American television in 1960. At 
last, on 10 and 11 March Italian viewers 
were able to see it. Several of the 
actors are now dead, and Achille Meno, 
who played Sacco, felt obliged to warn: 
"kept in a box a film gets old..."

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Brokdorf: Vision of the Future? 


SIX THOUSAND five hundred police - 
the equivalent it was pointed out, of a 
Second World War armoured division - 
equipped with water cannon, armoured 
cars, automatic weapons, tear gas 
grenades and helicopters, descended 
last month on the nuclear site of Brok- 
dorf in West Germany. Facing them 
were a crowd of demonstrators numb- 
ering only 3,500 more. At Itzhoe near- 
by another demonstration included 
Scandanavian protestors concerned at 
the effects accidents in German nuclear 
power stations could have on the Danish 
and Swedish populations. German press 
reports commented on the apparently 
acrid disputes between pro-Moscow 
Communists and Spartacists, Trotskyist 
"Spontis'' and anarchists as to which 
demo to support. (The one at Brokdorf 
had been banned till, at almost the last 
moment, a local court decided other - 
wise, and some people didn't want 
trouble). 


Brokdorf is particularly memorable 
as a justification of the arguments ad- 
vanced by groups concerned with the 
threat the plutonium economy brings to 
even the small modicum of liberty that 
has been painfully won for us over the 
years. At the previous massive Brok - 
dorf demonstrations in October and 
November last year protestors were 
beaten up with clubs and dispersed with 
tear gas, and some were seriously in- 
jured. Now, talk by government offic- 
ials and their hacks in the media is 
aimed at portraying the nuclear object- 
ors as dangerous political criminals, 
stirring up civil war in their own sinis- 
ter interests. The situation, said 
prime minister Gerhard Stoltenberg 
recently to Der Spiegel, had been "extra- 
ordinarily dangerous" - he meant, of 
course, for the police. And already 
we have been shown a glimpse of the 
character of the nuclear state of the 
future with the affair of Dr Klaus Traube, 
an atomic scientist whose home was 


bugged in his absence by the secret 
police (without judicial consent) after 
he was suspected of contacts with an 
international terrorist ring led by the 
ubiquitous Carlos. 


At home fresh nuclear battles loom 
on the horizon. There is the "public" 
enquiry into the building of a new £900 
m. nuclear fuel plant at Windscale - 
in that Cumbrian square mile of the 
world's densest concentration of nuclear 
installations. Forty-five miles away 
across the Solway Firth protestors are 
fighting British Nuclear Fuel's plans to 
manufacture tritium (regarded as an 
active ingredient in future atomic weap- 
ons like the neutron bomb). All Orkney 
seems to have risen against plans to 
exploit its uranium deposits, and Corn - 
wall too ts fighting proposals to use it 
as a nuclear dustbin. 


As these battles develop people look 
back to the heyday of CND - some 
members of the political Establishment 
with a mixture of hope, di smay and 
even excited apprehension. Conserv- 
ation Society president Lord Avebury 
said last year that "We are going to 
need a mass movement on the scale of 
CND if we are to stop this move to 
nuclear madness ... We are going to 
be forced to be outrageous."' Faced 


with the AEA's determination to begin 
the detailed search for a nuclear waste 
disposal site in Scotland next month. the 
Scottish Labour MP for South Ayrshire, 
Jim Sillars, has warned that civil dis- 
obeience might now be the only remain- 
ing means of opposition. Meanwhile, 
the more radical Friends of the Earth 
reflect on the use of "measures at least 
as serious as those employed by the 
Committee of 100 in its direct action 
campaigns of the early 1960s."" They 
add ''So demonstrations and cecupations 
of provosed sites" (as at Malville in 
France), "publication of confidential 
government documents" (Spies for 


Peace, etc), "theft of sensitive mater- 
ials, obstruction of fuel cycle and nuc- 
lear waste transports and even occup- 
ation of existing power stations and 
fuel cycle facilities should be consider - 
ed possible. "' 


This reminds us that opposition to 
nuclear power with its grave political 
and ecological implications, and the 
fight to replace it with a decentralised 
economy relying on a variety of alter- 
native energy sources, has to-be seen 
in the context of the struggle against 
the Official Secrets Act, the Criminal 
Trespass bill, the counter -terror leg- 
islation, and soon. “At least'' Comm- 
ittee of 100 tyne tactics directed to the 
under mining of all these props of State 
power must be used to the full. Their 
destruction is our success. 


Animal Activist Arrested 


A MONTH ago the homes of five Ani- 
mal Liberationists were raided by the 
police. Three of them were released 
uncharged. One was bailed until April 
charged with breaking a policeman's 
watch, and the fifth - Ronnie Lee ~ was 
leter charged with burglary and remand- 
ed in custody. He is alleged to have 
been in possession of a hundred mice 
which had been reported missing from a 
laboratory animal centre in Carshalton, 
Surrey. 


He apneared at Wallington Magistrate's 
Court on Monday, 7 March and was 
again refused bail.~- A commital hearing 
should take place within the next few 
weeks. Meanwhile he is being held in 
Brixton Prison. (See Contact Column).

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LET TER FROM MEXICO 


FREEDOM of 24 July 1976 reported 
that Mexico was being wracked by pol- 
ice repression of peasants’ land seiz- 
ures and that anarchist and libertarian 
militants have been treated especially 
badly. In Querétaro state a libertarian 
activist, Salvador Cervantes, who edits 
the paper Voz Critica, was arrested 
and tortured. A later article (1 Jan- 
uary 1977) reported on continued police 
violence and evictions of peasants occ- 
upying land in Senora state, where 
landowners and business people, with 
judicial backing, have insisted that 
land handed over to the peasants through 
the policy of the outgoing President 
Echeverria, be given back to the "own- 
ers". Further press reports illustrate 
the complexity of a situation where 
farm labourers, afraid of being evicted 
from the land altogether by peasant 
takeovers have, despite their present 
misery, sided with their masters. 


Now we have received a fresh rep- 
ort of repression against our comrades 
in Querétaro state, and a desperate 
plea for help and solidarity: 


Comrades 


We send you greetings from our 
brothers and sisters in struggle, the 
peasants of the Peasants’ Union of 
Queretaro (UCEQ). The reason for 
this letter is to inform you of our 
grave situation and to ask you URGENT- 
LY for help and solidarity. 


For many years various groups of 
people have been requesting that land 
be given them in the region of Querét- 
aro according to the government laws, 
and we made many visits to the agrar- 
ian office of Mexico and its offices in 
Querétaro but got only deceit and 
grumbling from the officials. And the 
hunger burned in our stomachs. There- 
fore we joined together in five groups 
to organise the Peasants Union of 
Querétaro state and continued the 
struggle with the agrarian office in 
Queretaro which we visited again on 
But nothing happ- 
ened, even though the UCEQ had been 
joined by a lot of people. As we still 
met only with disappsintment we decid- 
ed through our generat assembly to 
take the land; our hunger and anger 
could not be resisted any more. 


Comrades, on 22 February we took 
the land in the village of San Martin in 
the district of Colon, Querétaro The 
same day came the state judicial police 
with various state officials to "invest- 
igate the problem". The next day an 
officer from the federal army arrived 
and promised "help", and also began 
looking for "rebellious students". Then 
came government officials. They 
pretended to be offering us "every kind 
of help" but all they wanted was to in- 
filtrate our ranks and act as agents 
provocateurs in order to justify repress- 
ion on the part of the government and 
the landowners, who are the same 
thing. 


On the day of the 24th the state jud- 
iciary police came with patrols of arm- 
ed men and passenger buses from the 


city. They beat us and took away as 
prisoners between 100 and 120 comrades, 
men and women. At the time of writing 
we do not know where they have taken 
them, and so we ask for your urgent 
help and support. We are being harr- 
assed and have been threatened with 
death, and the landowners with the 

help of the government are holding and 
beating people up as they did with the 
people on the land already taken. This 
is why we are asking you to give attent- 
ion to this problem, to find a means of 
distributing this information, to prot- 
est vigorously against the repression 
being directed against our imprisoned 
comrades and to uphold our right to 

the land.

As far as the political situation in 
Portugal is concerned, it is interesting 
to note that the political parties, 
including those of the extreme left, 
are loosing public credibility as they 
become more and more discredited. 
The Reforma Agraria (agricultural 
takeover by farm workers of unprod- 
uctive and neglecied land from absent- 





ee landlords in the Alentejo province) 
has become increasingly entangled by 
the bureaucratic and political super- 
vision of the agricultural sindicatos 
(trade unions) and the IRA (Institute 
for Agrarian Reform) themselves con- 
trolled by the Portuguese Communist 
Party. Asa reaction to this situation, 
the land workers are tending to break 
down the large collective farms into 
smaller and independent agricultural 
cooperatives, and to move away from 
the influence of the new land barons - 
the trade union and IRA bureaucrats 
and political commissars of the PCP. 
On the other hand, it is interesting to 
see the emergence of various anarchist 
tendencies among young students fre- 
quenting technical schools and colleges. 
In my opinion these groups are very 
often too radical in the way they con- 
centrate their struggles in the ecolog- 
ical and educational systems. Their 
appearance is, nevertheless, a positive 
factor that will give our movement in 
Portugal a new perspective. 


At the moment I am very busy 
gathering for publication information 
about our libertarian organisations 
inside the Tarrafal concentration camp 
where many of our comrades were 
incarcerated, and where some died, 
during the fascist dictatorship of Dr. 
Antonio Salazar.

TWO YOUNG German anarchists, 
Wernfried Reimers, a 25-year-old 
printer, and Robert Jarowoy, a student, 
aged 24, were arrested in March 1974 
on a Charge alleging membership of a 
criminal association (2nd June move- 
ment), and have been held in detention 
since that time. On 4 February, only 


- 10 days before their trial was due to 


begin, the prosecutor unexpectedly 
asked for an investigation into their 
imprisonment. The results of this in- 


- vestigation are not yet known to us. 


In the meantime the Black Cross in 
Wetzlar, Germany, have sent us some 


_ very disturbing details on the way 
_ these comrades have been treated at 


the hands of the judicial authorities, 


_ in the prison of Darmstadt, Frankfurt. 


"Like all political prisoners in the 


_ FRG they were first of all put in comp- 


lete isolations: exercise and bath in 


- isolation, no permission to hold meet- 


ings, constant searches, police with 
machine guns and special chaims for 
transportation, artificial lighting, a 
15-minute visit only once a month with 
surveillance by political police agents, 
limitation of mail, etc, etc. 


'TIn October 1975 the first trial began 
at Darmstadt in a courtroom especially 
built for the trial. But five days after - 
wards the court declared itself incomp- 
etent to continue proceedings and ret- 
urned responsibility to the State secur - 
ity court of Frankfurt. This court began

MUJERES LIBRES (a libertarian 
organisation founded in 1936 and which 
lasted till February, 1939) has reformed 
in Spain with the creation of women's 
groups in Madrid, Valencia, Andalusia, 
Barcelona and other regions. It is grad- 
ually organising into federations of 
locat groups so as to be able to coord- 
inate at national level. The following 
interview with members of Mujeres 
Libres in Barcelona has been translated 
from the February issue of the Italian 
A - rivista anarchica, which is dedicat- 
ed to an exploration of the development 
of the CNT in Spain since Franco's 
death. The questions are being asked 
by one of the A-rivista group. 


Barcelona, 10 January 


Q. Firstly, I'd like to know whether a 
feminist movement exists in Spain, 
what its views are and what, if any, are 
your relations with the feminist groups. 


Antonia: The Spanish feminist move - 
ment is extremely young, for obvious 
reasons. The movement was born a 
year and a half ago. There is no one 
position since it consists of a large 
variety of tendencies, co-existing. 
There are the more radical feminist 
groups who see man as the main enemy 
and according to whom women form a 
clearly definable class that must de- 
fend its own class interests and extract 
the specific problem of the woman from 
the more general social reality. Other 
groups occupy an intermediate position, 
and there are others formed by libert- 
arian women. At any rate, the majority, 
of these feminist groups are Marxist. ! 
The feminist movement had its first big 
public occasion with the "Catalan wom- 
an's Days" organised in a series of 
meetings which attracted about 4000 
women. These concluded with the unan- 
imous approval of a programme of 
demands. From then on the various 
groups have been expressing the need 
for closer contact between them and 
have formed the "Coordinadora", a 
weekly coordination meeting which we 
anarchists attend as observers. 


As for our relations with them, I 
would say that, at least at the moment, 
they don't exist because we are in com- 
plete disagreement on several basic 
points: the struggle against man doesn't 
suit us, we don't like to think of women 
as aclass, nor do we like the inter- 
class nature that characterises many 
groups. The Marxist analysis is not 
for us. This doesn't mean that we 
would not consider future possibilities 
of forming a specific and temporary 
link with some other groups. 


Q. I'd now like to ask about Mujeres 
Libres. What is your organisation's 
position on the problem of the woman 
from an anarchist point of view? 


Clara: First, we don't describe our- 
selves as feminists because of the 
profound and substantial differences 
that separate us from the feminist 
movement. Of course, as women we 
want to fight for the emancipation of 
the woman, but we are also anarchists 


and therefore clearly aware that if 
we want to really change the whole of 
life we can't stop short on one single 


_aspect of inequality, but must remember 


that there is a whole range of unequal 
and discriminatory social categories. 
You have only to think of old people, 
invalids, children, homosexuals, 
lesbians etc, and these are questions 
that don't seem to exist for the femin- 
ists. 


Also we believe that men are exploited, 
conditioned and alienated just as we are 
and so we wonder what sense there is in

fighting against them and whether 
instead it wouldn't be more useful for 
us to fight together if we want to change 
the structures and mentality of society. 
This hierarchical society, based on 
antagonism, division and competition 
has to be destroyed. 


Also we question whether it is right 
to concentrate on the equalisation of 
women with men in work. A lot of 
women managers or ministers would 
only bring the reinforcement rather 
than the weakening of the hierarchical 
system and division of work, and thus 
means that we would be giving more 
credibility to the exploitative society. 


As regards the women we are involved 
with I would say that, of course, we 
choose as our comrades in struggle 
the exploited women, those who are at 
the very bottom of the social pyramid 
and who are therefore oppressed both 
economically and sexually. We're not 
interested in the bourgeois women, who 
are only sexually oppressed, unless 
they make a class choice and renounce 
their privileges, but we think that is 

very difficult to do. 


Q: What sort of activity have you been 
engaged in till now? 

Caty: At the moment we're supporting 
the workers of the Roca who have been 
on strike for more than two months. 
We're doing this together with libertar - 
ian groups from various districts, 
collecting money and so forth to help 
the families to survive and toys for the 


children, and helping out in every poss- 
ible way. The last thing we did was a 
pamphlet called "The women of the 
Roca speak", in which we collected 
statements direct from the women on 
the situation they are faced with and on 
their everyday problems. We are dis- 
tributing this pamphlet. 


I'd like to tell a significant story 
about this. Some women from the Roca 
went to a feminist meeting with more 
than 400 women present and asked them 
to intervene in the Roca strike. But 
they were not allowed to speak and no 
one present spoke on their behalf. 


We're now planning a series of doc- 
uments on various subjects such as 
marriage, divorce, abortion etc., and 
we think in this way we can explain 
to the various districts what Mujeres 
Libres is about. We have also been 
preparing a surgery. 


@. What are your relations, if any, 
with specific anarchist groups and with 
the CNT? 


Teresa. Asa group Mujeres Libres is 
completely autonomous, but as we are 
all anarchists or libertarians some of 
us are also members of the CNT. 

Our ideological matrix is the same. 


Q. What are your views on abortion? 
Do you have any plans on this? 


Cristina. The problem of abortion is 
certainly very important, but in our 
view what is much more important is 
the prevention of abortion - that is, we 
believe it is of paramount importance 
to give people the necessary knowledge 
to use contraceptive methods. The 
problem now is very much felt and we 
believe our task is not to join in the 
campaign for the legalisation of abort- 
ion, since we're not interested in 
treating with the state, but to create 
"illegal structures" to whom working 
women can turn when wanting an abort- 
ion without risking their lives. Thisis 
what we are preparing with some doct- 
ors. The problem posed by abortion 
is to some extent like that of divorce. 
We don't believe in the state, we are 
fighting against the state and it would 
be just absurd to ask for the legalisat- 
ion of this or that; all our actions must 
take place outside this sort of logic 
and through our own efforts, self-man- 
aged by us and those who identify with 
our struggle. 


As for abortion itself we believe any- 
one is able to use the Karman method. 
The problem is, taking the skills from 
the doctors so as to master them our- 
selves and manage our own bodies. 


Q Do you think you could in the future 
bring out a paper Mujeres Libres? 


Antonia. Yes, this too is a plan we 
have, but of course such a paper would 
be very different from the one produced 
in 1936. 
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FLEET 
STREET MORALS 


Dear Ed's 


I read Jack Robinson's article 'The Battle 
for Fleet Street' (in Feb,5 FREEDOM) and 
enjoyed it BUT. Might I just add another 
dimension to the Fleet Street in-fight? a 
dimension that can't possibly escape anarch- 
ists of the Individualist brand? that is, the 
continuous trauma of the individual journalist 
who finds him/herself entrenched between the 
Boss (big guns) and personal integrity (the 
moral mine-field), I'm assuming that EVEN 
F/S journalists are human and are capable of 
moral qualms, Yet they're also dedicated 
newspersons involved in, and captivated by, 
the job of metamosphosizing (?) the ‘event! 
into 'the word', It's something of a vocation 
I'm told: a way of life rather than just a job, 
for money. We must have some sympathy 
towards this, the human side of Fleet Street. 


An example may illustrate my point. 


“In 1969 the Vietnam Moratorium prepared by 
such human journalists of the category I've 
mentioned, was a powerful expression of human 
involvement, It initiated a new thrust of US 
reporters towards taking anti-establ ishment 
stands on vital political issues, They sought 
to have their own positions on the Vietnam 
question implemented through their own papers. 
It was an open rebellion against editors who 
often require nothing less than slavish co- 
operation from their newspeople. Whether 

or not this rebellion actually accomplished 
anything is beside the point here: the point 

is, it occurred; and it is just the tip of the 
iceberg so far as those outside the job are 
concerned, The cry that ‘our own editors 

told us we didn't see what we really saw...0' 
is the continuous trauma | referred to above, 

1, for one, sympathize with this dilemma; 

and surely Jack should have acknowledged 
that it does exist, This is a crucial dimension: 
a bloodless, silent micro-battle which might 
prove to be the germ engendering F. Street's 
own (self) destruction.

MAX STIRNER 


Reading Mr Ellingham's letter (FREE 
DOM, 19. 2. '7'7) about Max Stirner, may 
I contribute some thoughts of my own 
regarding this "boegey man" of orthod- 
ox anarchism? Let me reassure Mr 
Ellingham that I have read Stirner's 
The Ego and His Own at least a dozen 
times, so can Claim more than minim- 


al familiarity with the text, perhaps! 





A good number of mutually exclusive 
interpretations are available of Stirner's 
thought: individualist-anarchist, nihilist 
and general iconoclast, mystic and "rel- 
igious'(!) thinker, anti-Hegelian 
Whilst I think it unquestionable that 
Stirner was a radical individualist, I 
find a remarkable resemblance between 
his outlook, based on ideas like self- 
possession and self-enjoyment, and the 
outlook of Aristippus of Cyrene, founder 
of the Cyrenaic school of philosophy, a 
vigorous champion of individualism and 
hedonism. 


Aristippus based his outlook on two 
principal notions: that each individual 
is essentially inaccessible to every other 


individual, that most living beings des - 
ire pleasure and shun pain. He there- 
fore concludes that the only thing of 
which we can be reasonably certain is 
our own individual experience of life, 
since it is impossible for us to actually 
experience the world AS anyone other 
than ourselves ("Nobody else IS me"’). 
Now, this is an idea fundamental to 
Stirner - each individual is different 
from all others, so that it is quite legit- 
imate for us to describe ourselves as 
"uniaue. " Similarly, Aristippus claim- 
ed that, since we are limited to a know- 
ledge of our OWN subjectivity, and can 
only infer what others make of the world, 
what they see as pleasurable or painful, 
we should concentrate upon the pursuit 
of gentle pleasures, whilst ensuring 
that the pursuit of these does not inter - 
fere with our equanimity and autonomy 
Now, Stirner also’ mentions the joy of 
"self-enjoyment" and there are many 
passages in his book where he talks 
about the individual as free to follow 
what existential path he chooses, with- 
out consultation with others Like Arist 
ippus, therefore, Stirner sees each of 
us as a cosmically unique being, finite, 
vulnerable yet still incommensurable, 
whose most profitable course of exist- 
ential action is to live cheerfully and 
self-possessedly, not wasting time and 
energy on chasing illusions or dominat- 
ing others.

a new trial in April 1976 - againina 
special room guarded all day long by 

50 policemen armed to the teeth. On 
this occasion the prison doctor and a 
university specialist (appointed by the 
prosecutor) told the court the two def- 
endants were no longer able to defend 
themselves because of their state of 
health, which had been totally ruined by 
isolation. 


"The judges were then obliged to in- 
terrupt the proceedings, but the 
accused were not released but sent for 
examination to a closed hospital. How- 
ever, the hospital did not consent to 
keep them with the load of police, dogs 
and machine guns as well. 


"In the meantime the prison doctor of 
Darmstadt urged the release of the 
defendants on account of their very 
serious circulatory troubles. But the 
court had them transported to Frankfurt 
prison and there ordered a medical ex- 
amination to be carried out by five 
specialists. 


"Although these doctors confirmed 
their critical state of health, and found 
that it had in fact deteriorated since 
the summer, they stated they were 
able to take part in the trial proceedings 
once a week for four hours (with breaks | 
and the permanent presence of a doctor).

AUTHOR REPLIES 


It would really not be worth revlying 
to Philip Sansom's sustained sneers and 
malicious lies if it were not for the fact 
that it might be thought he had ever any- 


thing much to do with the anarchist move- 


ment. He has obviously not read the 
book (even the title page), Black Flag 

or even the title page of 'Wilhelmshaven 
Revolt", all of which he uses as an ex-. 
cuse to get off some spleen, which rend- 
ers unnecessary "documentary evidence” 
as to how he managed to keep alive the 
pointless feud between the SWF and 
Freedom Press for so long. 


It is noteworthy that he has double 
standards. If he receiver a salary 
and uses the movement's press 
for profit as well, he sould receive 
credit for his "activity" in printing. If 
someone else at personal financial sac - 
rifice gets a printing press and runs it 
in common without profit, this is "jump- 
ing on a bandwagon. "' While echoing the 
familiar tale that everything published by 
Freedom Press back to 1886 is to the 
credit of the Freedom Press Group 
founded in 1944, and anyone who left it 
before or since has no credit for the 
work, this does not apply to him who 
has left to found another paper with the 
same line. Thus 'Wilhelmshaven Rev- 
olt" published in 1942 by a group includ - 
ing - say - Tom Brown and myself - 
has nothing to do with us at all, nor any- 
thing else published at that period. But 
he of course has credit. 





There was no financial loss on The 
Syndicalist, to which he contributed 
cartoons. It was printed on the printing 
press supposedly owned by the move- 
ment at the time. Of course, this meant 
he had less time to do his own commer - 
cial work on it. But he didn't dare to 
put this claim forward then. 


His admission that he joined the 
Christie-Carballo Committee to "whip 
up emotive support" at which he is 
good, while thinking the whole idea of 
activism utterly "ridiculous", is sympt- 
omatic of a general pattern which finally 
led to a split between the activists and 
the group that controlled FREEDOM. 
The pattern of extracting emotional app- 
eal out of an incident, to manufacture 
articles and build up a paper, yet con- 
demn privately, sometimes publicly, in 
a worldly wise cynical manner the 
people concerned, alienated people. 
FREEDOM is in danger of repeating the 
pattern unconsciously by having pacif- 
ists edit a paper and try "to be fair" to 
anarchist activists. Perhaps now they 
have got rid of Sansom the present 
editors of FREEDOM will re-think their 
position, rather than indulge in lengthy 
Sansom diatribes. He can, if readers 
be found, fill his new paper with boring 
personal attacks.

If this is the level of argument in the 
anarchist movement today, it is not 
surprising that little impression is 
made on the surrounding authoritarian- 
ism. I leave it to FREEDOM's readers 
to follow the logic and the arguing-by- 
extension in order to get away from 
having to provide any facts. 


Here are a few. I worked at Express 
Printers (owned by Freedom Press) 
from 1946 to 1949 for £4.10s. a week. 
In 1949 I went to work part-time for 
the London Gallery (where I worked 
with George Melly) for £3. 15s a week. 
The rest of the time I worked at Ex- 
press Printers by bringing in outside 
work to help make the press pay for 
the anarchist work. 


Any work done for me by either Bill 
Anderson the comp or Ben Chandler 
the machinist was paid for, as was any 
of EP's paper. This was the case in 
1952 when Albert and I started ''The 
Syndicalist. " 


In the opening editorial in No. 1 (May 
52) I wrote that we wanted to run The 
Syndicalist without appealing for funds. 
This was because my first loyalty was 
to FREEDOM and I didn't want to draw 
money away from that. In the closing 
editorial in No. 12 (April 53) entitled 
™WVe've had itt '' I wrote that we had 
lost £50 in the year. That £50 came 
out of my pocket and I took the decision 
that I could not afford to carry on. The 
fact that Albert doesn't remember 


(shall we say ) any of this shows how 
little he cared for the practical work of 
running The Syndicalist. 


As for the editorial work: out of 12 
leading front page articles I wrote 
eight, "Johnnie Miner" wrote two, Albert 
wrote one, and one I'm not sure about. 


Albert wrote a series of eight articles 
called “The Meaning of Anarcho-Synd- 
icalism" followed by a series of four 
on the history of Syndicalism in other 
countries, while I wrote a series of 
four on "Aspects of Anarcho-Syndical- 
ism.'' Albert also wrote articles on 
transport, signed "Bert", on apprent- 
iceship and a few other general pieces, 
while I wrote "Aims & Principles” in 
No. 2 and answered letters from read- 
ers. As well as writing on the textile 
industry, Donald Rooum provided 12 
cartoon strips called "Scissor Bill" 
and I provided 12 front-page cartoons 
and thumb-nail sketches. Other com- 
rades wrote regularly. 

The Syndicalist is now a rare docum- 
ent, but I have some fall sets of photo- 
copies of the entire series available for 
perusal by anybody still interested in 
this sordid argument. Unlike Albert I 
do think it necessary to provide "doc- 
umentary evidence" of what I say, so if 
Jerry Westallis really interested in the 
true situation he can now see for him- 
self. 


As for Stuart's "ridiculous adventure" 
{ know Stuart and like him, and I supp- 
orted him at the time because I happen 
to believe in a little old thing called 
solidarity, but nobody can call his caper 
anything else but ridiculous. Except 
perhaps Carballo. He came out last 
month, and may have another word for 
tt;
